While there were only a few hundred 
settler* at the Bay of Islands, and other 
prominent plncea along the coaat, the 
natives were doubtleM glad 10 have (hem 
there, in consequence of the demand they 
crcnlexl for Ilia aj^d native produce i hut 
now that they find th*t thouinudi of peo- 
ple are forming letllemcnta in all parts of 
ihe island, and that many tnare are ex- 
pecied, they begin to fear that they will 
tie diapoateiscd of Iht whole territory. 
The gnat ineTeaae in tlit value of tlic Und 
naturally makes them regret having sold 
it, aa many of them did, for a 
mere IriHe, and they wiih to regain 
poiaetiioQ of it. Governor Fitkbov 
will have no ainecure in reconciling the 
oDiifliclinfr interests which will force tltem- 
selrea upon hit notitc immedtately upon 
hit arrival. The intelliiranca of Captain 
Pitzroy's arrival in Sydney had reached
